Taking its place at the Wash¬ 
ington Post Office to accept phila¬ 
telic mail orders of $25 or more 
only will be the new Philatelic- 
Sales Unit. These items, in addi¬ 
tion to commemorative stamps. 
Local post offices can easily fill 
small orders under improved dis- 
t) ibution- systems for commemo¬ 
rative stamps. 

There is one exception to the 
r.ew policy. Overseas orders, in¬ 
cluding Army Post Offices and 
Fleet Post Offices, in any amount, 
will be filled.

Window sales will continue in 
the Philatelic Exhibition Room in I 
the Post Office Department, j 
Washington Headquarters, which 
last year tilled nearly 50,000 re¬ 
quests for commemorative stamps. 

In the report to the Postmas¬ 
ter General, it was pointed out 
that the reasons for creating the 
Fhilaelic Agency in 1921 no long¬ 
er were valid and the agency now ! 
serves only an estimated M* of 1 
percent of he nation’s stamp col¬ 
lectors. 

When the agency was estab¬ 
lished in 1921, all post offices did 
not have commemorative stamps 
readily available. They do now. 
In the early days of commemora¬ 
tive stamps, the philatelic quality 
of stamps varied. Stamps often 
were perforated imperfectly and 
gum thickness was not consistent. 

Imp ov d printing methods 
and quality control on perforat¬ 
ing and application of gum have 
removed these inconsistencies so 
that stamps of philatelic quality 
are now available at any post 
office, although hand-selected 
stock will continue to be avail¬ 
able. The Philatelic Sales Unit 
will handle mail orders only of 
$25 or more. Over-the-counter 
sales in any available amounts 
will continue at the sales win¬ 
dows in Room 1315, Post Office 
Department, 3 2th and Pennsylva¬ 
nia Ave., N.W., as well as at the 
designated post offices for first- 
day-of-issue sales.

THE ALL-AMERICAN BAIT 

If anyone ever got-around to 
selecting the '‘All-American 
Bait” he’d doubtlessly award the 
title to the common earthworm. 

This slimy, wriggling bundle 
of dynamite implanted on a hook 
is about as lethal to fish as any¬ 
thing you can name. 

While the average person is 
apt to call the worm "common,” 
it6 effectiveness on fish cer- 
tainly is not, vow the experts 
on fishing at Mercury outboards. 
For proof, they say, ask any 
10-year-old what produces best. 
Invariably the answer is 
"Worms!” 

While many fishermen (most¬ 
ly older and more experienced) 
are Inclined to scorn the use of 
"garden hackle," the reasons for 
its popularity are many. Best of 
all, worms work. 

Fish are treated to earthworm 
feasts only on infrequent oc¬ 
casions — when heavy rains 
wash these delicacies into the 
streams and lakes. For fish It's 
like a steak dinner after a diet 
of hamburgers. 

Worms are easily obtained. If 
one- doesn’t care to dig his own, 
a quarter or half-a-buck will buy 
a day’s supply. 

Depending on the species of 
fish sought and water conditions, 
worms may be used individually 
or in gobs, or coupled with an 
endless number of lures; spoons, 
streamer flies, spinners, etc. 

Night crawlers, the large econ¬ 
omy-sized worms, are about as 
much fun to snare as the fish 
they attract. 

One old-timer we know sums, 
up the All-American bait thusly: 
"No matter how good a certain 
lure may be, a worm make* 
it better!”

The new federal home loan law 
for veterans specifies no down 
payment on a $15,000 mortgage. 
Yet, federal regulations do re¬ 
quire a minimum payment of 
$200 to cover closing costs, which 
means substantially the same 
thing as a down payment. 

The law also directs the Fed¬ 
eral Housing Administration to 
insure 100 percent of the first
